W ith 
a ro ar that co u ld be heard and felt fo r 
a mile, the entire no rth sid e o f the big 
p lant was blo wn o u t 
A seco nd later 
flames bu rst fro m all p arts, fo llo wed 
in 
two minu tes by ano ther ex p lo sio n ev en 
mo re v io lent than the first.

wrere 17 0 men at wo rk in the facto ry 
at the time, and all bu t abo u t twenty - 
fiv e hav e been acco u nted fo r.

a safe and sane Fourth resulted in 
reducing the death roll. 
The number 
of causalities by fire and 
accident 
was 1,603. In 1909 there were 5,307 
v ictims of their own 
or 
another's 
carelessness. 
Last year 
161 cities 
made a point of holding sane cele­ 
brations, 
but 
there remains 
ov er 
1,100 cities of 5,000 population that 
hav e not embraced the reform. 
It is 
hoped that this 
year 
many 
other 
cities and v illages will fall in line. 
Besides the gain in 
ridding the 
day of fires and accidents, the sane 
method of observ ance has giv en a 
larger amount of pleasure 
to the 
public and in 
many localities 
has 
been historically instructiv e as well. 
In New York city many large cele­ 
brations are planned 
for 
different 
centers which will include 
parades, 
pageants, historical tableaux, music 
and speeches by well known men on 
ev ents and people 
connected 
with 
our national 
history. 
Besides 
the 
celebrations, dev ised 
for our Eng­ 
lish ^speaking residents, there will be 
special festiv als and celebrations in 
the Italian, 
Hungarian, 
Bohemian 
and Jewish sections of the city where 
our newly arriv ed citizens will hear 
the history of their adopted land ex­ 
plained in their own tongue and il­ 
lustrated by stereopticon 
v iews or 
tableaux. 
An example of this kind of cele­ 
bration was set two years ago in 
Springfield, Mass., at the instance 
of the settlement workers 
of 
that 
city. 
It required to be sure, some 
time and thought, but the result was 
a beautiful, poetic and 
educational 
holiday—with no afterm ath of killed 
and wounded. 
There were 
procf?s- 
sions, a balloon 
ascension, 
games, 
folk dances, athletic contests, 
boat 
races, band concerts and public fire­ 
works—but no firecrackers. 
One of the processions was a thing 
unique in America.

groes all made suitable, and. interest­ 
ing 'contributions

not much ov er twenty in

especially fav orable for wheat rais­ 
ing. 
Yet 
occasionally 
sev enty-fiv e 
bushels are -raised. 
The South does 
not get half a bale of cotton from 
an acre, and v ery many of its acres 
yield a good deal less. 
Fiv e years ago a Mississippi fa r­ 
mer had 160 acres of land 
and 
a 
mortgage of $900, and couldn't get 
credit at a store for a plug of to­ 
bacco. 
But he had brains enough to 
he impressed with the efforts of the 
department of agriculture to increase 
production, and he was willing to be 
taught by the “book farm ers." 
The 
first thing lie was told to do was to 
break the land eight inches deep. He 
had small plows and tw6 ponies that 
were unequaled to the task; 
hut lie 
borrowed a team from 
a 
neighbor, 
and instead of “making" three bales 
from twelv e acres, he “made" one on 
a single acre, all that he had applied 
intensiv e culture to. 
He got half a 
bale an acre in 1908, three-fourths 
of a bale an acre in 1909, and 
he 
expects ultimately to get two bales 
from an acre. 
He is out of debt, has four fine 
mules, and lie has a son 
and 
a 
daughter in college. 
The storekeep­ 
ers are chasing him around trying to 
sell him goods on credit.

eighteen- 
year-old Chicago 
garment 
worker, 
has aroused much interest ov er the 
entire country. 
Explanation of how 
biehoride of 
mercury,^©<ie of the most deadly of 
poisons, and commonly 
known 
as 
corrosiv e sublimate, comes 
to 
be 
found in so many households, is th at 
it is one of 
the 
best 
antiseptics, 
when used in from 500 to 1 and 1,000 
to 1 solutions, that is known to the 
medical world. 
The latter 
propor­ 
tion is the one generally used. 
Al­ 
most ev ery physician, or surgeon, in 
dressing wounds, use a biehoride so­ 
lution, and people hav e come to know 
it. Consequently, either a solution or 
the tablets are kept in many 
homes. 
In some cases a saturated solution 
is kept, and sev eral drops added to 
water when it is desired for use as 
an antiseptic. 
It is supposed that 
this is the case in the Chicago death. 
Since the poisoning of the Chicago 
girl came from her holding a solution 
in her mouth, that solution must hav e 
been strong, for the weak solution 
would hav e had no ev il k effects 
in 
such a case. 
“We are v ery careful in giv ing out 
bichloride,’ said one physician, “and 
warning is giv en, yet some people do 
not heed as they should. 
The tab ­ 
lets are usually of a unique 
shape, 
and one familiar with the^i can tell 
by the sense of touch alone that they 
are handling poison. 
The 
greatest 
caution should be used." 
The dangers in the indiscriminate 
sale and use 
of 
mercuric 
chlorid 
(corrosiv e sublimate) 
tablets 
hav e 
hav e been shown many times. 
A t­ 
tention has also been called to the 
dangers of popularizing these tablets 
by selling them under catchy or in- 
ferentially misleading names, 
such 
as “Clov er Antiseptic Tablets." Each 
of these innocently named 
tablets 
contains sev en and one-half grains 
of mercuric chlorid. 
Strict prov is­ 
ions are made in some countries for 
the protection of the 
public. 
The 
mercuric chlorid pastilles of the Ger­ 
man Pharmacopeia consist of equal 
parts of mercuric chlorid and sodium 
chlorid. 
The law requires that the 
pastilles must be colored bright red 
with anilin dye, hav e a cylindrical 
shape and be twice as long as thick. 
Further, bichlorid 
tablets 
must be 
dispensed in glass bottles nad must 
be labeled “poison." 
Each 
tablet 
must be wrapped 
in 
black 
paper, 
each paper must contain in white 
letters the word “poison," and the 
weight of mercuric chlorid must be 
stated. 
Besides giv ing directions to 
protect them from light and moisture 
it is specified that 
they should be 
kept under lock and key.

Markley and recovered a judgm ent of 
$ 130 damages. 
Markley ap p ealed to 
the ap p ellate court, which transferred 
the case to the sup reme court b e­ 
cause Markley denied the constitu­ 
tionality of the law. 
The sup reme court says the law is 
not only constitutional, b ut a righteous 
enactment to p rotect the p oor deb tor.
